HA V i i^ G completed' a tranflation^ t)f the 
Orl ANbo Fukioso of Ar iosto, with cxplaha- * 
tory NoteSj and the favourable attention that has been 
paid to my verfion ofTAsso, making it neceflaryto 
give a new edition of the Jerusalem, I thought it 
expedient to revife the work, and, in order not only 
to render it more worthy of the public favour, but 
to give an uniformity to the two publications, I have 
added to the prefent edition fuch notes as might be 
ufefiil for explaining the hiftorical allufions, and 
fome few other pajQages : but as the Jerusalem is in 
itfelf complete, and wholly independent of every 
other poem, in which relpeft it has the advantage 
of the Orlanik), and of the three great Poems of 
JVntiquity; and as the hiftorical allufiqns are rare, 
compared to thofe of Ariosto, the bulk of the notes

will be inconliderable. It may poffibly at firft 
thought, by fomc, that I have not dwelt fufRcicn 
on the imitations and ftriking parts of this admirat 
Poem i but the truth is, I was unwilling to %<?!! tl 
pages with an unprofitable dilplay of criticifin ; ar 
I hope I may add, without the imputation ofyat\iv 
that litdc commentary was required to an authc 
with- whom my countrymen are now acquaiotcQ 
But it appeared to me that much ^as to be faid, oj 
the introduction of a fuch a poem as Ariosto's, tc 
open'fiilly a poetical charadtcr fo new and uncommor 
to the Engliih reader.

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OF all Authors, fo £uniliar}y known by nam6 to the 
generality of Englifla readers as Taffo, perhaps thece 
iis none whofe works have been fo little read •, and the few 
who haire read them, have feldom eftimated them by their 
own judgment. As fome authors owe much of their re- 
putation to the implicit acquiefcence of the many in the 
encomiums beftowed upon them by fome perfon with whom, 
for whatever reafon, it has been thought honourable to ac- 
quicfce ; fo others have been rated much below their me- 
rit, merely becaufe fome fafhionable critic has decried their 
performances ; and thus it has happened to TafTo. 

M, Boileau, in one of his fatires, had ridiculed the ab- 
furdity of " preferring the tinfel of Taflb to the gold of 
** Virgil :" this fentiment was haftily catched up by Mr. 
Addifon, whofe polite and elegant writings are an honour 
to our nation, but whofe greateft excellence was not, per- 
haps, either poetry or critic ifm ^ and he has zealoufly de- 
clared, in one of his SpeS:ators, that " he entirely agrees 
** with M. Boileag, tliat one verfe in Virgil is worth all 
" the tinfel of Taflb." Thefe declarations, indeed, amount 
to no more than that gold is better than tinfel, and true wit 
than falfe ; a difcovery which does no great ^honour to the 
author : but thofe, who are accuftomed to take things in 
the grofs, and to adopt the judgment of others becaufe they 
will not venture to judge for themfelves, have inferred, that 
all Virgil is gold, and that all Taflb is tinfel ; than which 
xiothing can be more abfurd, whether M. Boileau and Mr. 
3 Addifon 
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Addifon intended the implication or not : it is as true, thai 
thegoU of Tafib is better than his ttnfel, as that the goldc 
<5f Virgil is better j and though a verfe of Virgil is better 
than aH Taffo's tinfcl, it does not follow that it is alfo bet-* 
ter than Taflb's gold. That Taflb has gdd, no man» who 
wifhes to he thought qualified to judge of poetry, will chufe 
to deny, it will alfo be readily admitted, that he has tin-» 
fel ; but it will be eafy to (hew, not only that the gold pre- 
ponderates, but that the tinfel, mingled with it, is not in 
a greater proportion than in many other compoiitions, which 
have received the applaufe of fucceilive ages, and been pre-* 
fenred in the wreck. of nations, when almoft every other - 
poiTefliton has been abandoned, . 

By tinfel is meant falfethought,. and, perhaps, inc^ediU^ - 
fidtion ; and whoever is acquainted with the writings of -^ 
Ovid, knows that he abounds with falfe thoughts, that he * 
is continually playing upon words, and that his fiftions t 
are. In the higheft degree incredible j yet his Mfcf amoR* 
PHOSEs have ever been heldin great eftimation by ull judges • 
of poetical dfierit. 

But if TafTo's merit is to be .'decided by authority, may - ' 
not that of M. Voltaire be oppofed with great propriety to ' • 
the pedantry of M. Boifeau, and the echo of Mr. Addifon l ' 
« There ii^ (fays he, in his Eflay on Epic Poetry)no mo- - • 
**nument of arttiquity in Italy that more deferves the at- 
" ttntion of a traveller, than the Jerusalem of Taflb. 
"TimieV which fubverts the reputation of common per** ^ 
" formance^, as it were by fap, has rendered that of the' - 
"Jerusalem 'more ftaWe and permanent: this^poera-ts » 
« now ftfng in many parts of Italy, as the Iliad was^in^ ■• 
« Greece ; and Taflb is placed, without fcruple, by the fide 
« of Homer and Virgil, notwithftanding his defeflfs,* and • ' 
« the cfiticifms of Defpreaux. The Jerusalem appears, ' 
« in fo^nrte reQiedls, to be an imitation of theli/iAD ^ but if •

*^'tranfports his reader from the tumults of war to the fweet 
** tblitudes of love, and from fcenes exquifilely voluptuous 
**'Ke again tranfpbrts him to the field of battle: he touches 
^"^all the fprings of paffion, in a fwlft but regular fucceC- 
*^fi6ri, and gradually rifes above himfelfas he proceeds from 
**booTc to book ; his ftyle is in all parts equally clear and 
*' elegant i and virheii his fubjedl requires elevation, it is 
** alforiifbing to fee how he imprefles a new charafter upon 
<^ t^e./oftnefe of the Italian language, how he fublimes it 
i^ iptp.pia^efty, and compreffes it into ftrength. It muft, 
** indeed, be confefled, that in the whole poem there arc 
^. about two hundred verfes in which the author has in- 
« dijlg^d himfelf in puerile conceits, and a mere play upoxi 
^ words.j but this is nothing more tlian a kind of tribute 
4* which his, genius paid to the tafte of the age he lived in| 
" Y^hich had a fondnefs for points and turns that has fincc 
*^ rather increafed than diminiflied.'' . 

ouch is the merit of Taflb's Jerusalem in the opinion 
of M. Voltaire : he has, indeed, pointed out, with great 
judgincnt,. many defefts in particular parts of the work, 
which he fo much admires upon the whole ; but this gives 
his teftimbny in behalf of TaflTo, fo far as it goes, new 
force; and if Taflb canbejuftified in fbme places where 
TW. Voltaire has condemned' him, it follows, that his ge- 
neral merit is llill greater than M. Voltaire has allowed. 

Having 
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Having remariked fome fanciful excefles in the account of 
the expedition of Ubald and his companion, to difcover and 
bring back Rinaldo, who was much wanted by the whole^ 
army, M. Voltaire afks, •* what was the great exploit whibh, 
** was refer ved for this hero, and which rendered his pre- 
** fence of fo mueh importance, that he was tranfported^ 
^ from the Pic of Teneriffe to Jerufalem ? Why he v/as'*^ 
(fays M. Voltaire) " deftined by Providence to cut iowv^ 
*^ fome old trees, that flood in a foreft which was haunt^d^ 
** by hobgoblins/' M. Voltaire, by this ludicrous defcripT, 
tion of Rinaldo's adventure in the Enchanted Wood^j inliT. 
nuates, that the fervice he performed was inadeq^uat^.to ^hok 
pomp with which he was introduced, and unworthj pf tnp., 
miracles which contributed to his return: but, the ep-, 
chantment of the foreft being once admitted, this ekplpit pf 
Rinaldo will be found greatly to heighten his charader, and 
to remove an obftacle to the fiege, which would otiierwife 
have been infuperable,and would confequently have defeated 
the whole enterprize of the crufade: it was impoffible tQ 
carry on the fiege without machines conftrufted of timber; 
no timber was to be had but in this foreft j and in this fo!*eft 
the principal heroes of the Chriftian army had attempted to 
cut timber in vain. 

To this it may be added, that M. Voltaire has not deaU 
fairly, by fuppofing that Rinaldo was recalled to the camp 
iTor no other intent than to cut down the wood : ^ the' Cri- 
tic feems to have forgotten the neceflity of this heroes pre- 
fence to the general affairs of the Chriftians : it A^ste he 
who was deftined to kill Solyihan, whofe death wasy per- 
haps, of equal cbnfequence to the Chriftians, as that of 
' Heftor tp the Grecians: the Danifii meffenger had been 
miraculouflypreferved, and fent to deliver Swcno's fword to 
Rinaldo, with a particular injunAion for him to revenge the 
deadi of that prince on the Soldan : we fee' furthei: tfie 
importance of Rinaldo in the laft battle, where he kills al-^ 
moft all riie principal leaders of the enemy, and is the great 
caufe of the entire defeat of the Egyptian army. 

M. Voltaire's general cenfure of this incident, therffor^

Upon a review of this Tafi pafTage^ the firft fentence will 
\ ^certainly be found to ^ confute the cenfure implied in the 
fecond: ia the firft fentence we are told, « that the forms

' ' ^ the trees, were devils •/* in t^e iecond it is intimated, 
that the voice of Clprinda, and the, form of Armida, were no 
illufions, but in reality what theyjfeemed to be : for wheie 
is thfe abfurdfty that a demon fhould aflume the voice of 
Clorinda^ or pe figure of Armida, in this foreft, though 
Clorinda herfelf was dead, and Armida in another place ? 
: \raflb, therefore, is acquitted of the charge of making Ar- 
- "jnida in two places at one time^ eveiji by Vhe very paflage ia 
which the charge is brought. 
' To the authority pf M. Voltaire, who, at the ^me time 
that he fuppofes TafTo to have more faults Aan he has, 
• 'thinks his excellencies fufficient to place him among the firft 
poets in the world, may be added di.at of Mr, Dryden, who, 
\\xi the- preface to the tranflation of Virgil, has /declared the 
Jerusalem* Delivered tp be the next heroic poem to the 
Iliad and iEfJEiiDi. 

Mr. Dryden Was. too great a matter* in pDCtical jcotnpofir

work. I do not flatter mylelf that I have exccHed FaiH»^ 
except in my meafure and vefffiiication, and even of tfaeft 
the principal recommendation is that they are more mo* 
dern, and better adapted to the ear of all readers of Englifh 
poetry, except of the very few who have acquired a tafte 
for the phrafes and cadences of thofe times, when our verie^ 
if not our language, was in its rudiments. 

That a tranflation of Taflb into modern Englifli yer(e 
bas been generally thought neceflary, appears by feveral 
eflays that have been made towards it, particularly thofe of 
Mr. Brooke, Mr. Hooke, and Mr. Layng : if any of thefe 
gentlemen had compleated their undertaking, it would ef'* 
fe&ually have precluded mine. Mr. Brooke's in particular, 
is at once fo harmonious, and fo fpirited, that I think an 
entire tranflation of Taflb by him would not only have 
rendered my ta£k unneceflary, but have difcouraged thofe 
from the attempt, ^idiofe poetical abilities are much fuperior 
to mine : and yet Mr. Brooke's performance is rather an 
anitnated paraphrafe than a j^tranflation. My endeavour has 
been to render the fenfe of my author as nearly as poffible, 
which ceuld never be done merely by tranflating his words ; 
how I have fucceeded the world muft detennine : an au- 
thor is but an ill judge of his own periformances : .and the 
opinipn of friends is not always to be trufted; for there is 
a kind of benevolent partiality which inclines us to think 
£ivourably of the works of thofe whom we efteem. I am, how- 
ever, happy, in the good opinion of fome gentlemen whofe 
judgment, in this cafe, cocld err only by fuch partiality; 
and as I am not lefs ambitious to engage efteem as a 
man, than to merit praife as an author, I am not anxioufiy 
ibh'citous to know whether they have been miftaken or 
not 

As many paflages ir the original of this work arc very 
clofely imiuted from the Greek and Roman Claffics, I m«y 
perhaps, inadvertently, have infcrted a line or tWo firom the ■ 

Englifli • 
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Hq^fh .varfion$ of thofe authors ; but as Mr. Pope^ in hb 
traqflation^ of HoM£m ka& taken feveial veHcs from Mr» 
DrydeiH.,and Mr. Pitt) in his tranfflation of the £kb|]}» 
feyeral both from Mr. Dryden and Mr. Pq>e, I flatter myttif 
I ikall incur no cpnfure on that account. 

I have incorporated fome few verfesboth of Mr. Brooke^s 
and Mr. Layng's verfion of Taflb with my own ; but as I 
have not arrogated the merit of what I have borrowed to 
myfelf, I cannot juftly be accufed of plagiarifin. Thefe 
obligations I acknowledge, that I may do juftice to others ; - 
but there are fome which I (hall mention to gratify myfelf : . 
Mr* Samuel Johnfon, whofe judgment I am happy in be- 
ing authorifed to make ufe.of on this occafion, has given 
me leave to publiih it, as his opinion, that a modern tranff- 
lation of the Jerusalem Delivered is a work that may 
very juftly merit the attention of the Englifh reader ; and 
I owe many remarks to the friendihip and candor of Dr. 
Hawkefwprth, from which my performance has received 
confiderable advantages. . 

Before I conclude this Preface, it is necefl&ry the Englifli 
reader ihould be acquainted that the Italian poets, when 
they fpeak of infidels of any denomination, generally life 
the word Pagano : the word Pagan, therefore, in the tranf- 
lation, is often ufed for Mahometan; and Spenfer has ufed 
the word Paynim in the facne fenfe. 

As the public is not at all concerned about the qualiiica- < 
tions of an author, any further than they appear in his . 
ivorks, it is to little purpofe that writers have endeavoureJ 
to prevent their writings from being confidered as the ft|^- 
ard of their abilities, by alledging the fhort time, or the 
difadvantageous circumftances, in which they were pro** 
duced. If their performances are too bad to obtain a £i«> • 
vourable reception for themfelves, it is not likely that the.

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itvttinoj prince of Salerno^ to whom he was entirely J^e- 
.voted, entitled him to the cfteem of every man of honoufc^ 
This, pringe had made him his fecretary, and taken him 
-with him to Naples, where he fettkd, and married Portia, 
iii Rofli,. daughter of Lucretia di Gambacorti, of one of the 
moft illuibious families in that city. 

Portia was fix months gone with child, when ihc was 
kuritcd by her fifter Hippolyta to Sorrento,, to pay her a vifit. 
.Bernardo accompanied her thither: and in this place Portia 
was delivered of a fon, on the nth day of March 1544^ at 
jooon. The infant was baptized a few days after, in the 
metropoUtan church of Sorrento, by the nap;ie of Torquato^ 
Bernardo and Portia returned foon after to Naples, with 
little Taflb, whofe birth, like Homer's, was afterwards 
difputed by feveral cities that claimed die honour of it : 
but it feems undeniably proved that he was bom at Sor- 
rento. 

Hiftorians relate incredible things of his early and pro- 
mifing genius : they tell us, that, at fix months old, he not 
only (poke and pronounced his words clearly and diftindtty, 
but that he thought, reafoned^ exprcffed his wants,, and an- 
swered queftions^ that there was nothing diildifii in his^ 
words, but the tone of his voice ; that he fddom laughed 
or cried ; and that, even then, he gave certain tokens of that 
equality of temper which fupported him fo well in his future 
misfortunes. 

Towards the end of his third year, Bernardo his &ther 
was obliged to follow the prince of Salerno. into Germany, 
which jovLxney . proved the fource of all the fiifferings of* 
Taflo and his fiamily. The occafion was this.. Don Pedro 
of Toledo, vicercsjr of Naples for the emperor Charles. V» 
had formed a defign to eftablifli the inquifitiop in tliat city. 
The Neapolitans, alarmed at this, refolved to fend a depu- 
tation to the emperor, and, for that purpofe, made choice of 
the prince of Salerno, who feemed moft able, by his authority 
and riches, to inake head a^ainft the viceroy. The prince 
undertook the affair | and Bernardo Tafib accompanied him 
into GeVmanyr 

X Before 
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fi^foitf his departure, Bef nardo committed the HMCre of 
his fen to Ailgeluzzo, a. man of learning; for it^v^dhs 
^iriioii) that a boy could not be put too foon under tfc 
.'tuition of men. At three years of age, they tell us, little 
Taffo began toftudy grammar; and, at four, was' Tent to 
^ the. college of the Jefuits, where he made fo rapid a pn>- 
grefs, that at fevenhe was pretty well acquainted with • the 
Lratin and Greek tongues : at the fame age he made public 
pratbns, and compofed fome pieces of poetry, of which 
^he ft)4e is faid to have, retained nothing of pueriliiy. 
The following lines he addrefled to his mother v^hen he Irf^ 
Naples to follow his father's fortune, being then only nine 
years of age.

Bernardo Taflp would not abandon his patrbn in his 91 
fortune ; neither would he leave his (on in a country where 
he himfelf was foon to be declared an enemy ; and forefee- 
ing he fhould never be able to return thither, Ke took young 
Torquato with Kim to Rome. 

As foon as the departure of the prince of Salerno, was 
known> he, arid all his adherents, 'were declared rebels to, 
the ftate; and yfhat may feem very extraordinary, Torquato, 
Taffoy tnbugh biit nine years of age, was included by name 
in that fentence. Bernardo, following the prince of Salerno, 
into France, comniitted his fori to the care of his friend and 
relation Mauritio CalaneOj'aperfori of great ability, who. 
affiduouflycultivated the early dif^fitlon of his pupil to 
polite literature. After the death of Sanleverinoj, ^ich 
happened, in three or four years, Bernardo returned tp 
Italy, and engaged in the fervice of Guglielmo Gpnzaga, 
duke of Mantua, who had given him a prefling inyi^- 
' tbn. ^ It was not long before he received the melancholy 
news of the deceafe of his wife Portia : this event deter- 
mined him to fend for his fon, that they might be a npiatiial 
fupport to each other in their afflidHon. He had left him 
at Rome, ^becaufe his refidence in that city was highly 
agreeable to hi^ mother, but that leafori now ceafing, he 
was refolved to be ho longer deprived of the fociety of 
the only Child he had left ; for his.wife* before her death,^ 
h^ married his daughter to Martio Scrfale, a gentleman of 
'oorrento. 

Bernardo. 
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Bernardo was greatjy furprifet!, on his (oti^ surival, to 
riee. the vaft progrefs he had made in his ftudies. He'i^as 
now twelve years of age, and had, according to the teftimok^ 
of the writers of his life, entirely compleated his knowledge 
kin Ae Latin and Greek tongues : he was well acquaintod 
with the rules of rhetoric and poetry, and completely verfoid 
dn Ariftotle's ethics 5 but he particularly ftudied the precepts 
of Mauri tio'Cataneo, whom he ever afterwards revcfrencdlas 
a fecond father. Bernardo foon determined to fend him to 
the univerfity of Padua, to-ftudy the laws, in compsTny with 
the young Scipio Gonzaga, afterwards cardinal, nearly of the 
fame age as himfelf. With this nobleman Taffo, the^ feven- 
teen years of age, contrafted a friendfhip that never ended 
but with his life. 

He profecuted his fiudies at PadOa with great diligeface 
■and fiiccefs ; at the fame time employing liis leifure hours 
upon philofophy and poetry, he foon gave 2| public proof of 
his talents, by his poem of Rinaldo, which he publiflied in 
the eighteenth year of his age. 

This poem, which is of the romance kind, is divided ipto 
t-welve books in ottava rima, and contains the adventures 6f 
Rinaldo, the famous Paladin of the court of Charlemain^ 
who makes fo principal a figure in Ariofto's work, and the 
'firft achievements of that knight for the love of the fair 
'Clarice, whom he afterwards marries. The adlion of this 
poem precedes that of the Orlando Furiofo. It was compofdd 
in ten months, as the author him(yf informs us in the pre- 
face, and was firft printed at Venice in the year 1562.^ Paolo 
Beni fpeaks very highly of this performance, which undoubt- 
edly is not unworthy the early efforts of that genius which 
•afterwards produced the Jcrufalem. 

Taflb's father faw with regret the fuccefs of his iqn's 
poem : he was apprehenfive, and not without reafon, that 
the charms of poetry would detach him from thole more 
folid ftudies,* which he judged were moft likely to raifehim 
in the world : he kn,ew very well, by his own experience, 
that the greateft fkUl in poetry will not advance a man's 
private fohune. He v-'as not deceived in his conje£iure ; 
b 4 Torquato^ 
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T^rqu^, tafenfitiy carried away bj his predoaii09»C pf/^ 
lion) * followed the examples of Petrarch^ Boccace, Ario^q^ . 
and others, who, contrary to the remonftrances of their 
friends,- quitted the feverer ftudies of the law for the more^ 
plea^g ei^rtaijunent of poetical conipofition* In Uxoi^ 
be entirely gave himfelf up to the ftudy of poetry and phiio^ 
ibphy., His firft poem extended his reputation throu^ all 
{taly I but his father was fp difpleafed with his condi^ 
|;^at he went to Padua on purpofe to reprimand him* 
Though be fpoke with great vehemence, and made ufe of 
feveral harfh e?cpr^0ions, Torquato beard him without in^ 
t^rrupting him, and his Compofure contributed not a little 
to increrfe his father's difple^ure. *' Tell me" (faid Bert- 
nardo) *^ of what ufe is that vain philofopby, upon which 
<*.you pride yourfelf fp much V* " It has enabled n^e" (faid 
l^iSo modefily) ^^ to endure the harflineis of your re^ 
w proofs/' 

. The refolution Taffo had taken to devote himfelf to th« 
Mufes, was known all over Italy ; the principal perfons qf 
jhe city and college of Bologna invited himthithc]p by means 
qf Pietro Donatio Cefi, then vice-legate, and afterwards \^ 
gate. < But Taflb had not long refided there, when he was 
prefled by Spipio Gonzaga, elected princfe of the academy 
eftabliihed at Padua, under die name of Etheret, to return to 
that city. He could not withfl-and thi$ folicitatioii, and Bo^ 
logna being at that time the fcene of civil copimotion,> he 
wa3 Ac, more willing to feek elfe where for the repofe h«^ 
loved. He was received with extreme joy by all the acad^ 
my^ and being incorporated into that foqiety, at the age of 
twenty years, , took upon himfelf the name of Pentjto ; by 
which he feemed to fliew that he repented (^ all the tiqi^ 
jivhich be bad employed in the ftudy of the law. 

In this retreat he applied hinifelf afrefli to philofcphy 
and ipoetry, and foon became a perfefl matter of both : it 
was this happy mixture of his ftudies that made him an 
enemy ,, to all kinds of licentipufnefs. An oration was made 
one day in the academy upon the nature of love j the orator 
treated his fubjeft in a very mafterly manner, but with too 

little

.jag. aiked what he thought of the difcoutfe, replied^ <f tbaf^it 
.5hwas a pleafing poifon." 

.. .Here. Taffo formed the defign of his celebrated poem-j 
JsRcrsAiEM Dblivered ; he invented the fa^e, difpofed 
the diflerent parts^ and determined to dedicate this work to 
Ihe ^ory of the houfe of Efte, He was greatly eft^epaed by 
wAlpbonfo IL the laft duke of Ferrara, that great patron of 
learning and learned men^ and by his bfother, cardinal 
ji^uigi. There was ^ fort of conteft between thefe two bro- 
thers^ in relation to the poem; the cardinal imagined that 
he had. a right to be the Mecaenas' of all Taflb's works, ai 
RsKALOO, his firft piece, had been dedicated to him : the 
dake^ on. the other hand, thought that, as his. brother had 
already received his flbare of honour, he ought not to he of- 
fended at feeing the name of Alphonfo at the head of the 
Jerusalem Delivered. Taflb for three or fopr years (uf- 
jaended hfs determination ; at length, being earneftly prefled 
Ijy both the brothers to take up his refidence in Ferrara, he 
fufFered himfelf to be prevailed upon. The duke gave him 
an apartment in his palace, where he lived in peace arid af- 
floencie, and purfued his defign of compleating his Jerv- 
$ALEM*, which he noW refcJved to dedicate to Alphopfo. 
The duke, wbo was defirous of fixing Taflb near him, had 
thoughts of marrying him advantageoufly, but he. always 
evaded any propofal of that kind : though he appeared pe^ 
^uliarly devoted to Alphonfo, yet he negle6led not to pay 
his course to the cardinal. 

The name of Taffo now became famous through all Eu- 
jrope : and the careffes he received from Charles IX. in a 
joarney he made to France f with cardinal Luigi, who went 
thither in quality of legate, fhew tha^ his reputation wai 
pot confined to bis own country. 

We cannot perhaps give a more ftriking inftance of the 

regard that monarch had for him, than in the following 

flory* A man of letters, and a poet of fome repute, had un-*

This did hot difcourage Taffo, vt^ho, prcfenting hlmfelf be- 
forfc the king, faid,: << I come to entreat your ma)^ thit 
you would pat to death a wretch, who has brought phito- 
fephy to Ibame, by fhewing that (be can make tio ftartd 
againft human depravity.*^ The king, touched wfdi the 
juftnefs of this fefleftion, granted the criminal his fife. 

The king aflced him one day, whom he judged fuperior 
to all others in happtnefs : he anfwered, God. The king 
then defired to know his opinion by what men refembfe 
God in his happinefs, whether by fovcreign power, or by 
their capacity of doing good to others. A oian more xntc- 
refted than Taflb might have faid, that kings dew their 
"greatnefs by difpenfmg their benefeftions to others : but he 
eluded the difcouffe; and replied, *^tiiat men qould re- 
semble God only by their virtue." 

Another time, in a con vei-fation held before the kfng by 
federal learned men, it was difputcd what condition in life 
was the moft unfortunate. " In my 'opinion** (feid Taflb) 
'" the moft unfortunate condition is that of an impatient 
old man depreffed with poverty; for,** added he, "theftate 
of that perfon is doubtlefs very deplorable, who-. has" helthcr 
the gifts of fortune to preferve him frbm Want, hor the prin- 
ciples of philofophy tofupporthimfdf under dffliftion:** 

The cardinal's legation being finiflied, Taffo returned to 
Ferrara •,i;ehere he applied himfelf to fittifti his JfiR^SA- 
LEM, and in the mean time piiblilhed his Aminta, a paf- 
toral eOiwedytj which was received with univerfel applaufe. 
This performance was looked upon as a mafter-piece in its 
kind, and is the original of the Pastor TiDO and'I^iLU 
Di SciRo. ^ 

It was not eafy to imagine that Tiffo could fo Well paint

There were at the duke's coiirt threeXconofas, equally 
•^itty^ and beaiitSfu], though of different qUaJrty. ^*The firft 

was 
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was Leonora oC Efte, fifter to the duke, whohavM^; 'teMtd 
Ifae moft advantageous matched^ live4 unmanned with Lau- 
retta, duchefs of Urbinp, her e)der After, twho was feparated 
from her hvlb^, and refided at her brother's court. Tailp 
had a great attachment to this lady, who^ on her fide, ho- 
noured him with her efteem and proteftion. She was wife, 
generous, and not only weH read in elegant literature, but 
even verfed in the more s^ftrufe fciences. All thefe perfec- 
ttions were undoubtedly obferved by Taflb, v/bo ^as one of 
the moft affiduous of her courtiers : and it appearing by his 
verfes that he was touched with the charms of a Leonora^ 
they tell us that wp need not feek any further for die objeft 
of his paffion. 

The fecond Leonora that was given him for a miftrefs 
was the countefs of San Vitale, daughter of the CQunt of 
Sala, who lived at that time at the court of Ferrara, and 
pafled for one of the moft accompliibed perfons in Italy. 
Thofe who imagined ^t Tafib would npt prefumf to lift 
his eyes to his mafter's fifter, fuppofed that he loved this 
lady. It is certain that he had frequent opportunities of 
difcourfing with her, and that (he bad frequently been the 
fubjeft of his verfes. 

The third Leonora was a lady in the fervice of the prm- 
cefs Leonora of Efte. This perfon was thought by fome 
to be the moft proper objeft of the poet's gallantry. Taflo, 
feveral times^ employed his mufe in her fervice : in one 
of his pieces he confefies that coniidering the princefs a$ 
too high for his hope^ he had fixed his aSedtion upon her, as 
of a condition more fuitable to his own. But if any thing 
can be juftly^ drawn from this particular, it feeems rather to 
ftrengthen the opinion, that his defires, at leaft at one time, 
lad afpired to a greater height. The verfes referred t^ 
above are as follow :

In the mean whili? TaiJTo proceeded \^rith his Jerusalem, 
%ikj^h he completed in the thirtieth year of his age ; but this 
, ' 2 poem 
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poeM was hotipubliflied bf Us^r^m audiorkyr; it warpijoiM^ 
cdagatnft- hi^ inrtU, as fomas He Ind fintihed the loft bdob; 
zmi before he had time to give the reviiab aad xonreOaeutti 
Aat a work of fuch a ;iature required. The public had aln 
ready feen feveral partly which had been fent iaSo the 
world by the authority of his patron3«^ The fuccefi of this 
wox:k -wis prodigious: it was traxiflated ii^o the Latii^ 
French, Spani^, and even the Oriental languages^ alnaoft 
^ baa as it appeared; and it may be faid, that na &Lcbi 
performance «ver befbre raifed its reputation ta fuch a height, 
in To fmall a fpace of time* 

But the (ati$fa(^ion which TaiS> muffc feel> in fpite of all 
his philofophy^ at the applavfe of the public^ was fooa dis- 
turbed kf a melancholy event *• Bernardo Taflb, who 
fpent hi$ old age in tranquillity at Odh upon thq Pq» tbip 
governqfient of which place had been given him by the duke 
of Mantua, fell iick. As foon as diis news reached his fon, 
he immediately went to him, attended him- with the fnoft 
filial regard, and fcarce ever ftirred from his bedfide during 
the whole time of bis illnefs: but all tbefe cares were inef- 
feSual I Bernardo, oppreffed with age, and overcome by the 
violence of bis diftemper, paid the unavoidable tribute to 
nature, to the great afflidion of Torquato. The duke of 
Mantua, who had a fmcere efteem for Bernardo, caufed him 
to be interred, wi^h much pomp, i^ the. church of St. £gi« 
dius at Mantua, with this fimple infcription on his toipb*

This death feemed to ft>rebode other misfortunes to Taflb f 
for the remaindei: of his life proved almoft one Continued 
feries of vexation and affli£tian. About this time a fwarm 
of critics began to attack his Jerusalem, and the academy 
of Cnifca, m particular, pubtiihed a criticifm of his poem, 
4a which they fcrupled not to prefer the rhapfodies of Piilci 
and Boyardo to the Jerusalem Delivered*

During 
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Ditttng Tafib's refidence tn (he duke's court^iiefaakd doii*: 
tniA«d art intimacy with z gentleman of Fcrrara*, and' 
haviiig entrufted him with fixne tran&£):ions of a very cfe* 
licate nature, this perfon was fo treacherous as to ^leak of -^ 
tiicm again. Taflb reproached his friend with his indifcrci** 
tjon, who received his expoftulation in fuch a manner^ dfaie 
Tafib was fo far exafperated as to ftrike him : a challenge 
immediately enfued: the two opponents met at St. Leo- 
nard's gate, but, while they were engaged, three brothers 
of Tafib's antagonift came in and bafely fell all at once • 
upon Taflb> who defended himfelf fo gallantly that he 
wounded two of them, and kept his ground againft the * 
odiers, till fome people came in and feparated them. This 
af&ir made a great noife at Ferrara : nothing was talked oi ' 
but the valour of Taflb ; and it became a fort of proverb^' • 
^ That Taflb with his pen and Jiis fword was fupcrior to * 
••aHmcnt-'* 

The duke, being informed of the quarrel, exprefled great * 
refentment againft the four brothers, baniflied them from 
• bis dominions, and confifcated their eftates; at the lame 
time he caufed Taflb to be put under arreft, declaring he • 
did it to fcreen him from any future defigns of his enemies* 
Taflb, was extremely mortified to fee himfelf thus confined ; • 
be imputed his detention to a very different caufe fit)m what 
Was pretended, and feared an ill ufe might be made of what 
had pafled, to ruin him in the duke*s opinion. 

Though writers have left us very much in the dark with * 
regai'd to the real motives that induced the duke to* keep 
Taflb in confinement, yet, every thing being weighed, it 
, fee^QS highly probable that the affair of a delicate nature, 
faid to. have been divulged by his friend, muft have related * 
to.. the princefe Leonora, the duke's fifter : and indeed it ' 
wiJJ. be extremely difficult, from any other c<Mifiderationi 
to account for the liarih treatment he received from a. prince ' '

^Mwfaad'bcfore fteiva him fuch peculiar marks of eft^etn 
dad ftkaHtap.^ However, Taflb himfelf had unddubteifiyr 
Ibofet'i^rehcnfioas that increafed: upon him every dajr^ 
vMiile die condnuai attacks, which were made upon hid 
credit as an audior, not a little contributed to heighten his 
iticiancboly. At length he refoked tD tike the firft oppor- 
tiHt!^ to fly from hi^ priibn^ for fo he efteemed it, which 
after about a year's detention, he efFefted, and retired to 
Turin, where he endeavoured to remain concealed; but 
notwithftanding all his precautions, he was foon known and 
[ recommended to the dUke of Savoy, who received him into 

' kis palace^ and Ihewed him every mark of efteem and afFec- 

tioD. But Taflb's apprehenfions ftill continued ; he thought 
\ thatlthe duke of Savoy would not refufe to give him up to 

[ the duke of Fcrrara, or facrifice the friendftiip of that prince 

P to .the fafety of a private perfon. Full of thefe imaginations 

he fet out for Rome *, alone and unprovided with neceiE- 
rics for fuch a journey. At his arrival there he went di- 
reftly to his old friend Mauritio Cataneo, who received him 
iii fiidi a manner as entirely to obliterate for fome time the 
rememlMBnce of the fatigue and urteafihefs he had under- 
^ gone. He was not only welcomed by Catafteo, but the 

whole city of Rome feemed to rejoice at the prefence of Co 
extraordinary a perfon. Hewasvifited by princes, cardi- 
nai3> prdatesj and by all the learned in general. But the 
defir^ of revifiting his native country, and feeing his lifter 
Cornelia, foon made him uneafy in this fituation. He left 
his friend Mauritio Cataneo one evening, without giving 
him notice j and, beginning his journey on foot, arrived by 
night at the mountains of Veletri, where he took up his 
lodging with fome fcepherds : the next morning, di%uif- 
ing himfelf in the habit of one of thefe people, he continued 
his way, and in four days time reached Gaieta, almoft fpent 
with, fatigue 5 here he embarked on board a veffel bound for 
Sorrento, at which place he arrived in fafety the next day. 
He entered the city and went directly to his fifter's houfe :

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flie was a widow, and the two fans flxe bad l?y her hulhaDbi 
being at that time abfent, Taffo found her with only fomo^ 
of her female attendants. He advanced towards her, with-, 
out difcovering. himfelf, and pretending he came with n^w^ 
from her brother, gave her a letter which he had prepared^ 
for that purpofe. This letter informed her that h^r bro«. 
ther's life was in great danger, and that he begged, her tg» 
make ufe of all the intereft her^tendernefs might iuggeft to 
her, in order to procure letters of recommendacioD frpopt 
fome powerful perfon, to avert the threatened misibrtua^ 
For further particulars of tl>e affair, fhe was referred to ti;^ 
meffenger who brought her this intelligence. The lady« 
terrified at the news, earneftly entreated him to give her a* 
detail of her brother's misfortune. The feigned i^acflc^^^ 
tnen gave her fo interefting aii account of the pretended 
ftory, that, unable to contain her afflidion, {he &int^ 
away. Taflb was fenfibly touched at this convinciiig proof 
of his fitter's afFeftion, and repented that he bad goine fo^ 
far : he began to comfort her, and, removing her fear$ by. 
little and little, at laft difcovered himfelf to her. ^ i^cr joy 
at feeing a brother whom flie tenderly loved> waa inexpre£-, 
fible : after the firft falutations were oyer, fhe was very, d^n 
flrous to know the occafion of his difguifing himfelf in that* 
manner. Taflb acquainted her with his reafons, aodg^.aii 
the fame time, giving her to underftand^ that he. would wii-rf 
lingly remain with her unknown to the world, Cor^eliay. 
who defired nothing further than to acc^niefce in his ple^r 
fure, fent for her children and fome of her nea^eft f ela^on%. 
whom (be thought might be entrufted with the fecret» 
They agreed that Taflb fhould pafs for a relation of theira,.. 
who came from Bergamo to Naples upon his private bufi- 
nefs, and from thence had come to Sorrento to pay th^m a 
f Kit. After this precaution, Taflb took up bis. residence at 
his fitter's houfe, where he lived for fome time in tranquil- 
lity, entertaining himfelf with his t\vo nephews^ A4tCMiio. 
' and Aleflandro Serfale, children of great hope^. He co»- 
tinucd not long in this repofe before he received repeated 
letters from the prlncefs Leonora of Efte^ who was ac?. 

"quaiftted 
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fainted with the place 6f his retreat, to return to Fcrrara : 
he refolved to obey the fummons, and took leave of his fif- 
ker, telling her he was going to return a voluntary prifoner. 
In his way he paiTed through Rome, where having been de- 
tained (omt time with a dangerous fever, he repaired from 
thence to Ferrara^ in company with Gualingo, embaflado^ 
from the dttkc to the pope. 

Concerning the motive of Taffo^s return to Ferrara, au-^ 
fhors do not altogether agree : fome declare that, fobn wea- 
ded of living in obfcurltyj and growing impatient to retrieve 
tlie duke's favour, he Had refolved^ of his own accord, to 
throw himfelf oh that prince's generoftty : this opinion 
ieems indeed drawn from Taffo's own words, in a letter 
Wrkten by him to the duke of Urbino^ in which he declares 
^ that he had endeavoured to make his peace with the duke, 
** and had for that purpofe written feverally to him, the 
.^datchefs of Ferrara^ the dutchefs of Urbino, and the 
**prince6 Leonora; yet never received any anfwer but 
^ from the laft, who afitired him it was not in her power to 
" render him any fervice." We fee here that Taflb ac- 
kiliowledges himfelf the receipt of a letter from the princefs j 
and In regard to what he fays to be the purport of it, it is 
Bighly reafonable to fuppofe, that he would be very cau- 
tious of divulging the real contents to the duke of Urbino^ 
When hi^ afEurs with that lady were fo delicately circum- 
ftanced. This apparent care to conceal the nature of his 
correfpondence with her^ feems to corroborate the former 
fappofitions of his uncommon attachment to her ; and when 
all cirbumftances are cbnfidered, we believe it will appear 
more than probable that he returned to Ferrara at the par- 
ticular inj undion of Leonora; 

The duke received Taffo with great feeming fatisfedlioii^ 
and gave him frefii marks of his efteem : but this was not 
all that Tafib expeSed ; hh great deftre was to be mafter of 
his own workS) and he was Very earneft that his writings 
tnigfat be reftored to him, which were in the duke's |)ofief- 
lion ; Jnit this was what he could by no means obtain : his 
enemies had gained fucb an afcendancy over the mind of 

* Q.Z' Alphonfo, 
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Alphonfo, that they made him believe, or pretend to W 
lieve, that the poet had loft all his fire, and that in his pre- 
fent fituation he was incapable of producing any thing new, 
or of correfting his poems : he therefore exhorted him^to 
think only of leading a quiet and eafy life for the future : 
but Taflb was fenfibly vexed at this proceeding, and be- 
lieved the duke wanted him entirely to relinquifh bis flu- 
dies, and pafs the remainder of his days in iJlenefs and ob^ 
fcurity. '• He would endeavour" (fays he, in his letter to 
the duke of Urbino) " to make me a fhameful deferter erf" 
Parnaflus for the gardens of Epicurus, for fcenes of plea- 
liifes unknown to Virgil, Catullus, Horace, and even Lu* 
crfetius himfelf.'* 

Taffb reiterated hi6 entreaties to have his writings reftor- 
cd to him, but the duke continued inflexible, and, to com* 
plete our poet's vexation, all accefs to the princefles was 
denied him ; fatigi^ed at length with ufelefs renionftrancesi 
he once more quitted Ferrara, and fled (as he expreifes it 
himfelf) like another Bias^ leaving behind him even his ■ 
books and manufcripts. '. 

He then went to Mantua, where he found duke Gugli- 
elrao in a decrepid age, and little difpofed to prpted: bim 
againft the duke of Fcrrara : the Prince Vincentio Gonzaga 
-received him indeed with great carefles, but was too young 
tc take him under his proteflion. From thence he v^ent to 
Padua and Venice, but carrying with him in every part his 
fears of the duke of Ferrara, he at lafl had recourfe to the 
duke of Urbino *, who fli?wed him great kindnefs, butper-r 
haps was very little inclined to embroil himfelf with . his 
brother-in-law, on fuch an account : he advifed TajQb ra- 
ther to return to Ferrara, which council he tppk> xefolving 
once more to try his fortune with the duke. .. 

Alplionfo, it may be, exafperated at Taflb's flight,, and 
pretending to believe that application tp ftudy had entirely 
difordered his underfl:anding, and th«»t a ftri<3; regimen was 
neceflTary to reftore him to his former ftate, caufed him to

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be ftricSIy confined in the hofpital of St. Anne, Taflb tried 
every method to foften the duke and obtain his liberty; but 
the duke coldly anfwered thofe who applied to hin>, '^that 
ihftead of concerning themfelves with the complaints of 
a perfon in his condition, who was very little capable of 
judging for his own good, they ought rather to exhort hum 
patiently to fubmit to jfuch remedies, as were judged proper 
for his circumftances." 

This confinement threw Taflb into the deepeft defpair ; 
he abandoned himfelf to his misfortunes, and the methods 
that were made ufe of for the cure of his pretended madnefe 
had nearly thrown him into an abfolute delirium. His im^7 
gination was fo difturbed that he believed the cai^fq of 
his diftemper was not natural j he fome^imes fancied, bimfelf 
haunted by a fpirit, that continually difordered his books 
and papers ; and thefe ftr^nge notions were perhaps ftrei^th- 
ened by the tricks that were played him by his keeper. 
While Taflb continued in this melancholy fituation, he is 
laid to have written the following elegantly fimple and af- 
fefting lines, which cannot well be tranflated into Endifli 
verfe: 

Tu che ne vai in Pindo 
' " ' Jvi pende mia cetra ad un cipr^flb, 
Salutala in mio nome, e dille poi 
Ch'io fon dagl* anni e da fortuna oppreflb *. 

This fecond confinement of Taflb was much longer thaa 
the fi^ft. He applied in vain to the pope, the emperpr, and 
all the powers of Italy, to obtain his liberty : till, at lafl:, 
after feven years imprifonment, he gained what he fo ar- 
dently wiflied for, in the following manner. 

• Caefar of Efte hiving brought his new fpoufe, Virginia 
ofMedicis, to Ferrara, all the relations of that illuflrrious 
ho\ifi triTeiiibled together on this occafion, and nothing was, 
fecn in the whole city but feftivals and rejoicings, ViQ^

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centao Gonz^ga, prince of Mantua, particularly dtftii^ittfti-» 
€d himfelf among the great perfonages then at the duke's 
court. This nobleman interceded fo earneftly with Al-s 
jAonfo for Taffo's liberty, that he at laft obtained it*, and 
carried him with him to Mantua, where he lived with him, 
fometime after the death of duke Guglielmo^ highly &- 
voured. 

It is faid that the young prince, who was naturally gay,, 
being dj^firous to authoriie his pleafures by the example of a 
philcrfbper, introduced one day into Taffo's company three 
fifters, to ling and play upon inftruments j thefe ladies were 
all very handfome, but not of the moft rigid virtue. After 
fome fliort difcourfe, he told Tafib, that he ihould take two 
p{ them away, and would leave one behind, ^nd bade him 
take his choice, Taffo anfwered ; « that it coft Paris 
very dear to give the preference to one erf" the GoddeiTes, 
and therefore, with his permiiEon, he defigned to retain the 
&ree/' The prince took him at his word, and departed i 
when Taflb, aft^r a little converiation, difiniffed them all 
handfomely with prefents, 

At laft, weary of living in a continual ftate of dependence, 
he refolved to retire to Naples, and endeavour to recover his 
znother's jointure, which had been feized upon by her rela- 
tions when he went into exile with his fattier Bernardo. 
This appeared the only means to place him in the condition 
of life he fo much defired. He applied to his friends, and 
having procured &vourable letters to the viceroy, he took 
leave of the duke of Mantua and repaired to Bergamo f ^ 
where he ftayed ibme time, and from thence, went to Na* 
jjesj^ 

While Taffo continued at Naples, dividing his time be- 
tween l^is ftudies and the proiecution of his law^fuit, the 
young count; of Palena, by whom he was highly efteemcd, 
perfuaded him to take up his, refidence with him for feme 
time: but in this affajr he had Aot confulted the prince ^f 
Conca, his fathcrj^ who, though he had a vakie for TalTo,

yet 
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^et could not ipprove of his fen's receiving irtto his Houfe 
the only perfon' that remained of a fouiily orice devoted to 
the prince of Salerno. A contention being likely to enfiie, 
on this account) betwixt theikther and fon, TaiTo, widi bis 
vfiial^ goodnefs of difpofition, to remove all occafion of 
iSfpute^ vfithdrew from Naples, and retired to Bifeccid*, 
with his friend Manfo, in whofe company he lived fome titrie 
with- glieat tranquillity. 

In this place Manfo had an opportunity to examihe the 
lingular effeds of Taflb's melancholy ; and often difputed 
with him concerning a ^miliar fpirtt, which he pretendbd 
lo converfe with- Manfo endeavoured in vain to perfuade 
his friend that the whole was the illufionof a difturbed ima- 
gination : but ^e latter was ftrenuous in mafntaitiing the 
reality of what he afferted ; and, to convince Manfo, de- 
fired him to be prefent at one of thofe m)^rious ConveriX- 
tions. Manfo had die complaifance to meet him the next day^ 
and while they were engaged inJifcourfe, on a fudden he 
obfcrved that Taffo kept his eyes fixed upon a window, and 
refnained in a manner immoveable: he ciflled him by his 
name feveral times, but received no anfwer*: at laft Taflb 
cried, out, " There is the friendly fpirit who is come to 
converfe with me: look, and you will be convinced of the 
truth of all that I have fold;'' Manfo heard him with fur- 
prife : he looked, but few nothing except the fun-beams 
darting through the window : he caft his eyes all over the 
room, but could perceive nothing, and was juft going to 
aft where the pretended fpirit was, when he heard Taffo 
Ipeak with great carneftnefs, fometimes putting quefeions 
to the fpirit, and fometimes giving anfwers, delivering the 
whole in fuch a pleafing manner, and with fuch elevated 
exprefSons, that he liftfened with admiration, and had not 
the leaft inclinati(»i to interrupt him. At laft this uncom- 
mon coKverfarion aided with the departure of the fpirit, as 
appeared by Taflb's words : who turning towards Manfo, 
afked him if his doubts were removed. Manfo was more

^ Al; Kitie approach of winter ^ey returned to Naples, wbod 
t^e prw:^ of Palena again prefled Tafib to refidc wkh hiiB$ 
hi^t Xaf&, ,whQ judged it highly unadvifeable to. comply 
Af(ith jiis requeft^^jefolved to retire to Rome, and waittbeio 
tl^fi iflue of his.^law-fuit. He lived in that dty about « 
year, \n .high -cfteeni with pope Sextus V, when being ia* 
yitpd to. Florence by. Ferdinando^ grand duke of Twfcanyj 
lybo had. been cardinal ^t Rome, when Taflb firft refided 
tth^i:^, fnd who now employed the pope's iuter^ toiprocure 
^^vifitfrom hinj ; .he.c9uld.n0t withftand fuch felicitations, 
Jtiut w^nt to f lorence, where he met with a moft gracious 
reception*. Yet flw* all the careffes he received at^th^ 
duJce's court, nor ^ th^ promifes of that priac^ could 
overcome his loye for his native country, or kflen the ;aiK 
dent 4efire,he h^ to lead a retired and indcpehdeat life, 
JHe therefpre toojk his leave of the grand duke, who wcmld 
have loaded hiiji with pr§fents j butTaflb, as uf^Jal,,couJd 
be prevailed upon to accept of no more than was aeceflaiy 
for his prefent occafions. He returned to Nafdcs.by tbit 
way of Rome f, and the old prince of Coaca dying about 
this time, |he young count of Palen^ fwrevailed upon TaSH^ 
by the qjediation . of ]V$anfp, to 'accept of an apartment in 
his pal^e. Here he applied himf^f to a cori«aiion of hi^ 
jERvySALEM, or rather to qopappfe a new .wogk.. entitled 
jERUfAtEiwi CoNcyjERED, which be hadbcgujo *d«Kii^..hia 
firft r«/idence at Naples. . The puince of Conca, beingjea- 
lous left any one flxould deprive hijii of the.poet and poeqj> 
caufed hip to be fo narrowly watched thjit.Tagb.obfervcd 
It, and being difpleafed at fuch a; proiceeding*, left th^ 
prince's palace and retired to his frieqd JMajifo's, where he 
Jived mafler of himfelf and his ^dion^ ; yet he ftill conti, 
PHcd upon good terms with the prince of Conca*

a fuf&cient proof of the injuftice of the cridcifms that have 
been pafled upon his Jerusalem Delivered, fince the 
Jervsalsm Conquered, in whidi he endeavoured to 
conform himfelf to the tafte of his critics, was not re* 
cdved widi the iam^ approbation as the former poem, 
where he had entirely given himfelf up to the enthu-* 
fiafra of his genius/' He had likewife defigned a diird 
porredion of the fame poem, which, as we are informed^ 
Was tO/ have been partly compounded of the Jerusalem 
Deititered and CozirquBRED; but this work was never 
completed. The above-<:ited author remarks, ^^ that m all 
probability, this laft performance would not have equalled the 
^ft :" and indeed our poet feems to owe his fame to the 
Jerusalem Delivered, die fecond poem upon that fub* 
jeA being little known* 

. Msnib's garden commanded a full profpe£t of the fea; 
Tafib and his friend being one day in a fummer-houfe with 
Scipio Be^rato, Manfo's brother-in-law, obfcndng die 
waves agi^c^d with a furious ftorm, Belprato faid, ^^ that 
be was aitoniihed at the rafhnefs and folly of men who 
would expofe themfelves to the rage of fo mercilefs an ele- 
ment, when fuch numbers had fufFered fliipwreck/' ^ And 
yet*' (faid Tafib) *' we every night go widiout fear to bed, 
where fo many die every hour. Believe me, deadi will find 
u» in all parts, and thefe places, that appear the lead: ex«> 
pofed, are not always die moft fecure from his attacks." 

While TafTo lived with his friend Manfo, cardinal Hip- 
polito Aldobrandini fucceeded to the papacy by the name 
erf Clement VIII. His two nephews,* Cynthio and Pietro 
AldobrandirtiV were created cardinals : the firif, afterwards 
called the cardinal of St. George, was the eldeft, a great 
patroh of fcience, and a favourer of learned men : he had 
J:nown TalTo when he refided.lafl at Rome, and had the 
greatefl: efleem for him ; and now fo eameflly invited him

to 
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to Rorhe, that he could not refufe, but once more Aan- 
cloned his peaceful rcttreat at Naples^ 

The confines of the Ecclefiaftical ftate being infefted 
with banditti, travellers, for fecurity, go together in large 
companies. Taffo joined hiitjfdf to one of theft; but 
when they came within fight of Mola, a Irttle town' neat' 
<5aieta, they received intelligence that Sciarra, a fkmou^ 
capfaiii of robbers, was neat at band wi A a great body of 
men, ' Taffo was of opinion, that they (hould continue 
their journfey, and endeavour to defend themfelvcs, if At- 
tacked : however, this advice was overr ruled, and they 
threw themfelves for fefety into Mola, in which place they 
vemainied for fome time in a manner blocked up by Sctarra. 
Bat tWs ©utlaWy hearing that Taffo was one of the com- 
pasny,' kiit a meflage to affurd him that he might pafs in 
fafety, and offered bimfelf to condu£): him wherever he 
pleafed. Taffo returned him thanks, but dedined atcept- 
ing the offer, not chufing, perhaps, to rely^ on th<^ word 
of a peribn of fuch character* Sciarra, upon this, fent a 
fccond mefl&ge, by which he informed TaSb, that) upon 
his account, he would withdraw his men, and leave the 
ways open. He accordingly did fo, and Tailb, cominuing 
bis journey, wrived without any accident at Rome, where 
he wai moft gracioufly welcomed by the two cardinals and 
the pope himfelf, Taifo appTied himfelf in a particular 
maimer t6 cardinal Cynthio, who had been the means of his 
coming to Rome j yet he neglefted not to make his Court to 
cardinal Aldobrandini, and he very frequently converfed 
with both of them. One day the two cardinals held an af- 
fembly of feveral prelates, to confult, among other things, of 
fome method to put a flop to the Ileenfe of the Pafquinades. 
One propofed that' Paiquin's'ftatue fliould be broken to 
pieces and caft into the river. But Taff6*s opinion being 
afked, he faid, " it would be much more prudent to let it 
remain w4iere it was 5 for otherwife from the fragments of 
the ftatue would be bred* an infiwite number of frogs on thjt 
banks • of the Tj^ber,^ that would never ceafe to croak day 
and night.'* The pope, to whom cardinal Aldobrandini 
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related what Jiiad' patfled^ interrogated TaiToyupon the fab* 
je<a, « It is true, holy father," (faid he) " fuch was my 
opinion^ and I j(hall add moreover, that if your holinefs 
ijvquld filetice Pafquin, the only SK^y is to put fui;h people 
into ^loployments as may give no occafion to any libels or 
difaffefled difcourfe." 

iVt laft, being again difgufted with the life of a courtier, 
he obtained pcrmiffion to retire to Naples to profecute his 
law-<fuit ^. At his arrival there, h^ took up bis lodging in th^ 
^onvept of St. Seyerin, with the fathers of Su Benedi<9u 

Thus was Taffo once more in a ftate of tranquillity and 
retirement, fo highly agreeable to his difpofition, when car- 
dinal Cynthio again found means to recal him, by prcvailix^ 
qa th^ pope to give him the honour of beij^ foleoaoly 
.crowned with laurel in the capitoL Though Tailb bjuiw 
^If was not i(i the leaft defirous of fuch pomp, yet he 
yielded to the perfuafion of others, particularly of his dear 
friend Manfo, to whom he protefted that he went merely at 
his earneft dpiire, not with any expedlation of the promi&d 
triumph,, which he had a fecret prefage would never be. He 
was greatly aiFe£led at parting from Manfo, and took his 
leave of him as of one he fhould never fee again. 

In his way he pafled by Mount Caifino, to pay his devo- 
tion to the relicks of St« BenediiSlr, for whom he had a par- 
ticular veneratiqn.. He fpent the feftival of Chriftmas. in 
tbafmonaftery, and from thence repaired to Rome, where be 
arrived in the beginning of the year 1595 f* He was met. at 
the entrance of that city by maiiy prelates and perfons of 
diftjncSion, and was afterwards iotrpduced, by the two car- 
dinals, Cynthio and Piftro, to the prefence of the pope, 
who was pleafed to tell him, *' that his merit would add as 
mu^h honour to the laurel he was going to receive^ as that 
cro^n had formerly given to thoie on whom it had hitherto 
been beAowed/' 

Nothing was now thought of but the approaching fo- 
Jemnity ; orders were given to decorate not only the pope's

palace 
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palace and the capitol, but all the principal ftreetS' through 
which the proceflion was to pafs. Yet Taflb appeared little 
moved with thefe preparations^ which he faid would be tn 
¥ain: and being (hewn a fonnet compofed upon the occa- 
fion by bis relation, Hercole Taflb, he anfwercd by the fol- 
lowing verfe of Seneca ; 

Magnifica verba mors prope admota excutit. 

His prefages were but too true, for, while they waited for 
fair weather to celebrate the folemnity, cardiiul Cynthio 
fell ill, . and continued for fome time indifpofed : and, as 
foon as the cardinal began to recover, Taflb himfelf was 
fei2sed with his laft ficknefs. 

Though he had only completed his fifty-firft year, his 
ftudies and misfortunes had brought on a premature oM age. 
Being perfuaded that his end was approaching,- he refolved 
to fpend the few days he had yet to live in the monaftef}^ of 
Sn Onuphrius. He was carried thither in cardinal Cyn- 
thic/s coach, and received with the utmoft tendernefs by the 
prior and brethren of that order. His difl:emper' was now {o 
far increafed, and his ftrength fo exhaufted, that all* kfnd 
of medicine proved ineffectual. On the tenth of April he 
was taken with a violent fever, occaftoned perhaps by hjtv- 
ing eat. fome milk, a kind of aliment he was particularly 
fond of. His life now feemed in immment danger, the' moft 
famous phyficians in Rome tried all their art, but in vainj to 
relieve him ; be grew werfe and worfe every day : Rinaldini, 
the pope's phyfician and Taflb's intimate friend, having in-r' 
fornaed him tiiat his laft hour was neap at harid^ Ts^ffo emw 
braced him tenderly, and with a compofed -eountenanee re* < 
turned him thanks for his tidings; then looking up tohea^ 
ven, he "acknowledged the goodnefs rfGoD, who was at 
hft plcafed to britig liim fafe into port after £> long a 
ftorm.'' From that time his mind- feemed <enti rely' difenj-- 
tangled from earthly affairs: "he received ^e.:facrAment in.: 
the chapel of the monaftery, being conduced thither by the 
brethren. When he was brought back to his.trhamber^ he 
was afKed whete he wilhed to^b^ interred j he airfwiercd iv 
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file church of St. Qnuphrius; and being defired' toleav* 
fome memorial bf his will in writing, and to didtat^ hhrifetf 
the epitaph that fhould be engraven on his tomb ; h^ fmited 
apd bHi « that in regard to the firft^ he had little worWly 
gpods to. leave, and as to the fecond, a plain ftone would (hf^' 
fice to cover him." He left cardinal Gynthio his hek^ irtd 
defired that his ov^n pii^ure might be given to Giovanni 
Baptifta Manfo, which had been drawn by his direftion. 
At Length having attained the fourteenth day of hii illn(^fs, 
he received the extreme unftion* Cardinal Cynthio hear* 
ing that he was at the laft extremity, came to vifit him, and 
brought him the pope's benediction, a grace never conferred 
in this manner but on cardinals artd perfons of the firff dif- 
tin£tion. Taflb acknowledged this honour with great' de- 
votioa and humility, and faid, ^ that tliis vr&s the croWh'hie 
came to receive at Rome," The cardinal having affced him 
" if he had any thing further todefire,"he replied, «' thfe<>lily 
favour be had now to beg of him, was, that he woilld col- 
left together the copies of all his works (particuUrly hi^ Jtf- 
RUSAL£M Delivered, which he efteemed moft imperfeft)': 
and commit them to the flames: this taflc, he confeflfedi 
might be found fomething difficult, as thofe pieces weredlf- 
perfed abroad in fo many different places, but yet 'he trufleil' 
it would not be found altogether imprafti cable." He was' 
fo earneft in his requeft, that the cardinal, unwilling to dif-" 
compete him by a refufal, gave him fach a "doubtful anfvv<er 
as fed him to believe that his defire would be complied vnth.- 
Taffo then requeftingto be left aloh©, the cardinal took his 
farewel of him with tears in his eyes, leaving with him his^ 
confefibr and fome of the brethren of the monifterj% In 
this condition he continued all night, and till the middle of 
next day, the asth bf April, being the fefiival of St. Mark, 
when finding himfelf fainting, he embraced his crucifix, ut-- ' 
tering thefe words : In manus tuas^ Donurte^^hMt expired be- 
fore jbe Gould fmifhthe fentence* 

Taflb vjras tall and wdl (haped, his coniplexion fair, but 
rather pale through ficknefe and ftudy ; the hair ci his head^ 
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wa& of a chefiiut cdour, but diat of his beard (amtv/hi^it 
ligbter, thick and biiffay; his forehead fquare and high, hi# 
bead large, and the fore part of it^ towards the epd of hfs 
li&> altogether bald ; his eye-brows were dark ; his eyes fiill^ 
pteretng, and of a dear blue; his nofe large^ his lips dnn^ 
his teeth well fet and white ; his neck well proportioned ; 
his breaft full ; his (boulders broad, and all his limbs more 
{Inewy then ilefliy. His voice was ftrong, clear, and folemn ; 
he (poke with deliberation, and generally reiterated his laft 
words : he feldom laughed, and never to excefs. He was 
very expert in the exercifes of the body. In his oratory, he 
ufed little a£i:ion, and rather pleafed by the beauty and force 
of his expreflions, than by the graces of gefture and utter-^ 
ance, that compofe fo great a part of elocution. Such was 
the exterior of Ta(lb : as to his mental qualities, he appears 
to have been a great genius, and a foul elevated above the 
common rank of mankind. It is faid of him, that there ne-> 
ver wa-s a fcholar more humble, a wit more devdut, or a man 
more amiable in focicty. Never fatisfied with his works^ 
even when they rendered his name famous throughout the 
world; always fatisfied with his condition, even when he 
wanted every thing ; entirely relying on ProvideiKe and his 
friends ; without malevolence towards his greatefl enemies i 
only wifhing for riches that he might be ferviceable to 
others, and making a fcruple to receive or keep any thing 
himfelf that was not abfolutely neceffary. So blamelefs and 
regular a life could not but be ended by a peaceable death, 
which carried him off Ann. 159S, in the fifty-fecond year of 
his age. 

He was buried the fame evening, without pomp, according 
to his defire, in the church of St. Onuphrius, and his body 
was covered with a plain flone. Cardinal Cynthio had pur^ 
pofed to ereft a magnificent monument to his memory, but 
the defign was fo long prevented by ficknefs and other acci- 
dents, that, ten years after, Manfo coming to Rome, went 
to viftt his friend's remains, and would have taken on him-* 
fdf the care of building a tomb to. him; but this cardinal 
Cynthio would by no means permit, having determined him- 
felf 
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felf to pay that duty to Taflb. However, Manfo prefailed* 
fo far as to have the following words engraved on the ihxie. 

HIC lACET TORQVATVS TASSVS. 

Cardinal Cynthio dying without putting his deftgn in exe- - 
cution, cardinal Bonifacio Bevilacqua, of an illuftrious fa^ 
mily of Ferrara, caufed a (lately fepulchre to be ere&ed, in 
the church of St. Onuphrius, over the remains of a Man 
whofe works had made all other monuments fuperfluous.
